June 21.—Only a small 
proportion of the delegates to the 
democratic national convention and 
about half the national committeemen 
were here tonight, but Baltimore has 
assumed the aspect of a convention 
city. All the candidates’ headquare 
ters are well established and the 
crowds in the hotel lobbies discuss 
the democratic situation with an in- 
terest almost as if the republican fight 
in Chicago was not in progress.

The physical arrangements for the’ 


convention that meets next Tuesday 
practically are complete and the sub- 
committee of the national committee 
has about finished tentative plans, 
Asiée from the selection of the tem- 
porary chairman, which now seems 
certain to be contested in the national 
committee, these arrangements, which 
include the appointment of minor 
officers and the committee on rules, 
probably will stand. 

Today convention tickets were al- 
lotted and positions were assigned to 
state delezations. The biggest block 
of tickets—1,000—went to the local 
citizens’ committee. Each delegate 
will receive three tickets in addition 
to his individual seat, while the alter- 
nates will have to be satisfied with 
their single seats. 

Members of the national committee 
will be given on an average ten tick- 
ets each, the numiber varying in ac- 
cordance with the needs of each com- 
mitteeman. All the recognized candi- 
dates also wfTl be supplied with tick- 
ets, but aside from saying that the 
candidates would be treated “liberal- 
ly” the committee did not say how 
many tickets were to be given to each 
man.

SAM'S FINANCES 


No Appropriations Will Be Avail- 
able Until Afler Conven- 
tions Are Over, 


Washington, June 21—On July 1 
Uncle Sam will be “broke.” The ex- 
ecutive and judicial machinery of the 
government will not be able to oper- 
ate without going into debt, 

This chaotic condition has resulted 
from an agreement of the house today 
to adjourn next Monday until Tues- 
day, June 27, and then until Monday, 
July 1, to oblige democratic members 
who have political business in Balti- 
more. 

Business can be transacted dur- 
ing the week. A similar agreement 
obtained in the senate. New appropria- 
tions must be available for operating 
the government after July 1, when the 
new fiscal year begins. The president 
vetoed the army Dill and tied up the 
war office. The naval appropriation 
bill is with the senate. Neither the 
legislafive, judicial and executive sup- 
ply bill nor the sundry civil bill can 
become law until after congress re- 
sumes business. A resolution tempo- 
rarily continuing existing appropria- 
tions will be passed early next month, 

Warning that unless congress 
acts quickly—of which there is is 
no likelihocd—there will ba no 
money for carrying on the navy after 
June 30 next, Assistant Secretary An- 
drews today issueg a general order 
directing officers and seamen to con- 
tinue duties under existing orders, 
their pay and emoluments constituting 
lawful debts of the government. 

Civilian employees may only work 
voluntarily depending on specia! ap- 
propriation for compensation.

Chicago, June 21.—If Colonel Roose- 
velt eventually heads an independent 
ticket, it seems certain tonight that 
the convention which will name him 
will be held at a time .considerably 
after the adjournment of the repub- 
lican national convention now in ses- 
sion in this city. 

As a result of the decisive votes of 
today's proceedings of the convention, 
particularly that on the fourth Cali- 
fornia district contest, and after a 
day’s sober_reflection ‘on the part of 
his close advisers, the plan for a con- 
tinuation of the present convention, as 
outlined yesterday, practically has 
been abandoned. ' 

If, furthermore, Mr. Roosevelt § is 
placed in nomination before the con- 
vention now in session, it will not be 
of his planning, or with hign sanction, 
but the individual action of some one 
of his enthusiastic supporters. 

These points in the otherwise some- 
what indefinite Roosevelt program 
were made clear tonight by Colonel 
Roosevelt. himself, and confirmed by 
some of-his closest advisers. 

Some of Colonel Roosevelt's more 
radical supporters still ching to the 
belief that it would be wise to carry 
out their original plan which in effect 
was stoutly to maintain that the repub- 
lican convention is irregular and ille- 
gal, and after its adjournment to pro- 
ceed with an organization in the same 
hall and name their ticket, with Mr.

TAFT’S NOMINATION

Roosevelt’s

Friends May Force Issue. 


STEAM ROLLER PUT IN BUSY 
DAY WHEN STATE CONTESTS 
WERE DECIDED YESTERDAY 


Name Will Not Be 


Every Case Bitterly Fought, But Roosevelt Delegates — 


Were Voted Down in Every Instance—Good Feeling 
Prevailed at Convention Despite Bitter Rivalry. 
Senator Root Joins in Laughter at His Own Ruling. 
Mrs. Roosevelt at the Convention. 


Chicago, June 21.—Republican leaders directing affairs of the national 
‘convention are going to try tomorrow to crowd the work of three days into 
one. With permanent organization yet to be effected, with several impor- 
tant contest cases yet to be heard; with rules to adopt, platform to be 
threshed out and nominations for president and vice president to be made 
the convention will be called at 10 a. m. and every possible effort will be 
made to dispose of the accumulated business before the segsion is adjourned. 


It seemed a foregone conclusion tonight that President Taft would Be 


renominated on the first ballot. Colonel Roosevelt indicated that his name 
Yould not be presented to the “tainted convention,” if his wishes were fol- 
lowed. It was generally believed the delegates instructed for Colonel Roose- 
velt would offer his name despite his expressed desire. 

Roosevelt forces have not abandoned their general fight in the con- 
vention by any means and a hard struggle is in prospect tomorrow over the 
Texas and Washington contests. The new rules, which the Roosevelt peo- 
ple say are framed to perpetuate the present system of controlling a na 
tional convention, seem sure to precipitate a heated debate while the plat- 
form may be assailed by the La Follette delegates ag well as some of the 
progressives in the Roosevelt ranks. So it is with some trepidation that the 
leaders look forward.tonight with accémplishing the Herculean task before 
|them by Sunday morning. 

The platform makers determined tonight to ‘disregard entirely the ques- 
tion of woman suffrage. A compromise has been reached on the tariff, the 
platform declaring the tariff be a matter of consideration and recommen- 
dation by the tariff board. 


JUSTICE HUGHES WIRES THAT HIS NAME MUST 
NOT BE CONSIDERED FOR THE NOMINATION 


Justice Hughes, of the United States supreme court, has sent two tele- 
grams to Senator Root to the effect that his name must not be considered 
lor the presidential nomination and that if he were nominated he would 
be under the embarrassing necessity of declining the honor. The telegrams 
vere not made public, but some of the leaders saw them, and all gay their 


purport is unmistakable. . 
Mr. Roosevelt's leaders were loath to discuss tonight the probability that 


the colonel would not be placed in nomination. Mr. Roosevelt himself has 
repeatedly declared he would have nothing “to do with the convention unless 
it is “purged of tainted delegates.” 

It was reported late tonight that Colonel Roosevelt had already told 
William A. Prendergast, who was to place him in nomination, not to pre 
sent his name unless the present control of the body should by chance be 
overturned. 

Other Roosevelt leaders made no comment for publication, but indicated 
strongly that Mr. Roosevelt’s name would not be presented. 

Frank Munsey, of the Roosevelt forces, said tonight: 

“Mr. Roosevelt will be nominated for president by a new pajty. He 
refuses to have anything more to do with the republican pain a. fe 
would not take a nomination from that body if it were given to hits. Taft 
will probably be nominated tomorrow. It is now the earnest wish of Mr. 
Roosevelt and his friends that the nepeination go to him. They regard him 
as the proper nominee of such a convention.’ 


TAFT FORCES DEMONSTRATED THEIR CONTROL 
BY WINNING ALL STATE DELEGATE CONTESTS 


Taft forces in the republican national convention today further 
demonstrated their control of that body. The convention took up 
piecemeal the contests from many states and in each instance the 
Taft delegates were declared entitled to their seats by majorities ranging 
from a high-water Taft vote of 605 to 464 to a narrow margin of 542 to 529. 

The latter vote was in the California case in which the convention 
rules for selection of delegates by congressional districts came into con- 
flict with the state primary law providing for a state wide vote on all dele- 
gates. Through this technicality the Taft forces claimed the two delegates 
from the fourth district. The case was fought bitterly and the voting was 
followed with the greatest interest, especially when it was seen that the 
Taft people were losing many delegates that had been with them in other 
contests. 

Despite the Roosevelt people were defeated in all their fights today, 
there was no indication of a bolt. Some of the Roosevelt leaders had feared 
that the Californians might take matters into their own hands and fail to 
observe the Roosevelt program of sitting through the convention to the end 
and then possibly taking independent action. But their fears proved ground- 


less. 


SHARP FIGHT EXPECTED WHEN THE FINAL 
STATE CONTESTS ARE TAKEN UP TODAY 


When adjournment was taken tonight until 10 a. m. tomorrow the Texas 
and Washington contest cases stifl remained to be dealt with and there was 
likelihood of more bitterness between the opposing forces. 

After the California case had been disposed of today, however, the dele 
gates seemed to be in much better humor and there was much m 
during the late afternoon as the minor contests were pushed through with- 
out serious opposition from the Roosevelt people. There were many humor 
ous allusions to the “steam roller” and frequent choruses of “choo, choo, 
choo,” in imitation of the. figurative machine. _ 

For a large part of the time the delegates were in an uproar of laughter. 
The galleries became infected and had fun too. Many of the spectators 
joined in the aye and nay votes—lifting their voices on both sides of the 
proposition and all combined in the laughter when Chairman Root nv 
ruled: 

' “The ayes appear to have it.”

tomorrow. 

“Out in the short grass country,” 
said, “we used to do things and 
talk afterwards. That is what I in- 
tend to do, I have no new plans to 
tell you about.

Macon, Ga., June  21.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Railway and Power Com- 
pany of Atlanta has obtained a fran- 
chise from the city of Macon to build 
its transmission lines and occupy pub- 
lic streets and places forthe purpose of 
conducting an electric lighting and 
power business in Macon.

__ Depending for life upon the seduction of girls, the houses in our 
midst, the root of the evil, produce blind eyes for innocent children and 
broken health and hearts for blameless wives. 


But money talks. 


Each year the volume of trade in the houses in Atlanta is over sev- 
en hundred thousand dollars. 


More than sixty thousand of these for rent go annually into the 


pockets of the landlords. 


So persistent and persuasive is their speech that these men no long- 
er hear conscience protesting against the infamy of men receiving money 
from the sale of the souls and bodies of women, a traffic based on the 
betrayal of girls and productive of blind eyes and broken health for 
women and children who have done no wrong. 


Possibly this distasteful suggestion of conscience reaching ears not 
yet closed with the golden clamor cauged the appearance of a cor- 
poration in the interesting list of these property holders in Atlanta. 


Not infrequently itching palms rear barriers of paper with a cor- 
porate name; they hide only from the owners the suicide of their souls. 


More probably this one came of modern business methods. 


Miss Jane Addams, of Hull House, says: ‘‘Publicity discloses the 
existence of a widespread commerce organized for the profit of men. 
The man who owns the house, the one who deludes the girl, the one 
styled her protector, the agent who supplies her clothing—all exploit 
her for their personal gain. Even the women who, from the days of 
Babylon,-have reaped large profits are now becoming merely the paid 
agents of an organized business, much as a Saloon-keeper is engaged 
by a brewery. The girl upon whom all this activity rests—young for the 
most part—stands in the middle of a complex system which she 
does not understand.”’ 


Jesus, who understands, said to one of them: ‘‘ Neither do I con- 
demn thee; go thy way; from henceforth sin no more.”’

Deluded by false teachings as to man- 
hood, tempted by the houses in our midst, long ago he fell; he has for- 
gotten; he has been true to the vows of marriage; but outraged nature 
never forgets. 

God will forgive, but the man knows Hell on Earth in seeing the suf- 
fering of those he loves. 

The cynically ignorant, the landlords, their henchmen and the de- 
liberately depraved will sneer; many hypocritically, a few foolishly, will 
raise their hands in horror at the unveiling of these hideous truths in the 
name of religion; but ‘‘it is time for you to wake out of sleep.”’

INSTIGATED REVOLUTION 


Havana, June 21.—Rumors' which 
have been long current that President 
Jose Miguel Gomez instigated the rev- 
olution in Cuba for the purpose of gef- 
credit of quelling it and 
thus increasing his chances of re-elec- 
tion to the presidency, have now takan 
the form of direct chgrges, made par- 
ticularly by the newspaper El Dia. 

The paper declares that President 
Gomez personally ‘arranged with Gen- 
eral Evaristo Estenoz to start the rev- 


ident Gomez was then to pose as a 
strong man, capable of dominating 
any situation and indispensable to the 
security of the Cuban republic. 

The paper continues that when Gen- 
eral Estenoz began the work of con- 
spiracy the authorities of the prov- 
ince of Oriente reported all the move- 
ments and plans of the conspirators 
to the president who personally trans- 


mitted them to General Estenoz for 
his guidance. In one instance an im- 
portant communication was made by 
official word of mouth to President 
Gomez only to be immediately com- 
municated to General Estenoz. 

The paper charges that President 
Gomez was fully informed of the de- 
tails of the outbreak before March 10. 
but took no precautions, keeping in 
constarmt touch with General Estenoz. 

At the end of February the govern- 
or of Santiago learned that a schoon- 
er carrying Haitian filibusters wWwitn 
arms and ammunition would arrive 
and attempt a landing near Daiguirt 
on March 10. He dispatched a gun- 
boat which captured the schooner 
manned and armed uas described, but 
three days later came secret orders 
from Mavana to release the schooner 
end her crew and not to make any re- 
port of the incident. :

ARMY WORMS DEVASTATING _ 
CROPS IN SOUTHERN GEORGIA 


Reports are coming in to the state 
entomologist’'s office every day com- 
Plaining of crops being destroyed by 
the army worm. So far complaints 
have been received from  Allapaha, 
Hazlehurst, Adel and Pelham, Ga. In 
the absence of Mr. Worsham, Assistant 
tSate Entomologist A. C. Lewis reports 
on this pest as follows: 

“Almost every year about this time 
some locality or localities report that 
crops are being destroyed by armies of 
caterpillars or worms. This is the 
army worm. This worm, like many 
others, is usually controlled by para- 
sites or weather conditions. But when 
the weather becomes unfavorable for 
the parasites and favorable for the 
worms, they increase very rapidly and 
become over-abundant and then they 
assume the army habit and travel en 
masse, consuming all crops in their 
path. 

“The female moth deposits from 500 
to 700 eggs which hatch in a few days. 
The worms feed mostly at night, hence 
they are not noticed until the crop is 
almost destroyed. The worms mature 
in from three to four weeks and enter 
the ground and transform into pupae 
and emerge as moths in about two 
weeks. These lay eggs for another 
brood of worms which appear later. 
Thus it will be seen that there may 
Le two or three broods during the 
year. 

“When the 
large numbers the 


worms first appear in 
remedies should be 
applied at once, as within a few days 
the whole.crop may be destroyed. If 
they are advancing an effort should 
be made to check their progress. The 
best way to do this is by a dust fur- 
row. This is made by plowing a deep 
furrow and dragging a log back and 
forth in it until a dust mulch is form- 


ed. The worms cannot well craw) up 
the dusty sides and will accumulate 
in the bottom, where they may be 
killed by dragging a log back and forth 
about every fifteen minutes or as often 
ag it is necessary. A narrow strip of 
coal tar run around the field will catch 
many of them and stop their prog- 
ress until the tar is covered with 
worms, 

“To kill the worm the crop skould be 
dusted with Paris green or powder- 
ed arsenate of lead. If Paris green is 
used it should be mixed with flour and 
air-slaked lime. Mix equal parts of 
Paris green and flour with three or 
four parts of air-slaked lime. The 
lime is used to prevent burning and the 
flour to make it stick. This should be 
upplied so as to use from one to two 
pounds of Paris green per acre. Ar- 
senate of lead should be used at the 
rate of two three pounds per acre 
mixed with equal parts of flour and 
air-slaked lime.

Snap-Shooting With the Rifle.

The principle of snap-shooting with 
a rifle is to fire with a still arm only, 
the target alone moving.

It was a noticeable fact, 
too, that most of the women not only 
refused to trust ‘their male escorts 
with the tickets, but also took the 
precaution not to carry them in their 
hand bags or purses. 

In nearly every case the women 
cautiously removes the tickets from 
ker waist, from beneath her belt or 
from places Which made it necessary 
for her to step inside the door and 
life her skirts to bring them to Nght. 
Hundreds of them bore the marks of 
fins, safety and otherwise. 

Although Mrs. Alice Roosevelt 
Longworth attends the convention 
each day she would not be recognized 
by many women because the style of 
hair-dressing she has adopted almost 
completely hides her face and individ- 
uality. 

She is wearing a great flat pompa- 
dour pulled down over her ears and 
eyes. Speaking of hair, there is noted 
a great change in Mrs. Chauncey M. 
Depew. When she was here at the 
last convention four years ago, her 
hair was jet black, with just a few 
teuches of gray, but now it is snowy 
white, which, incontract to her black 
eyes, adds greatly to her appearance. 

The interest of the women folk in 
Chicago over the struggle twixt the 
Taft and Roosevelt forces, is growing 
as intense as that of the contenders 
themselves. And women are playing a 
big part in the political war. There 


| 


are many “workers” among the con- 
vention throngs—some for Taft and 
others for Roosevelt. 

Some wise people believe that the 
presence of the two women delegates 
cn the convention floor is all that 
averted riot and bloodshed long ago. 
The Roosevelt fighters probably don’t 
mind exterminating the Taft forces, 
but they do not care to start anything 
while the two delegates from Califor- 
nia are present. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Longworth 
were among the earljest arrivals this 
morning. Mrs, Longworth was attierd 
in cool linen, ‘and Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt, who is accompanied by her 
daughter, Ethel, and son, Quentin, was 
in black. 

Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt was with 
Mr. and Mrs. Longworth, and was at- 
tired in purple and white. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt keeps her veil on all the time 
and the women folks in the audience 
are wondering why. Only a few wom- 
en can bear the burden of their hats, 
and it seems strange that Mrs. Van- 
Gerbilt can sit for hours with a dotted 
veil drawn closely over her face. 

Despite the undercurrent of family 
differences among the relatives of the 
president, said to have begun over 
social preferment, there is no evidence 
of disagreement in the several 
branches of the family, for they are 
the most industrious rooters who ever 
raised their voices for a relative. Mrs. 
Charles P. Taft probably is the chief 
rooter and her enthusiasm for Presi- 
dent Taft’s cause is made apparent 
frequently.

BARNES SEES SILVER 
LINING TO THE CLOUD 


Chicago, June 21.—Characterizing 
the Roosevelt contest claims as 
“flimsy,” and in the same breath ex- 
pressing the conviction that party 
harmony was assured, WiHiam Barnes, 
Jr., chairman of the New York dele- 
gation, tonight issued a statement 
summing up the results of the recent 
battle in the convention. 

Mr. Barnes expressed the firm belief 
that the convention begun with bit- 
terness would end in cordiality. He 
said the platform would “ignore abso- 
lutely the absurd and unmeaning dif- 
ference between what is called pro- 
gress and what has been dubbed reac- 
tionary.” 

“There has been nothing more sig- 
nificant in the proceedings of this con- 
vention which began with acrimony 
and will end with cordiality,”’ said Mr.

FOR HONOR OF SUPREME COURT 
JUSTICE HUGHES WOULD DECLINE 
IF NOMINATED BY REPUBLICANS 


Lake Placid, N. Y., June 21.—Basing 
what he has to say upon a person.! 
interview he had with United States 
Supreme Court Justice Charles , I. 

ughes, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, of 
New York, a close personal friend of 
the justice, whose summer camp here 
is near the Hughes camp, yesterda gave 
The Associated Press a signed staty- 
ment setting forth the real reasons, 
he says, why Justice Hughes cannot 
allow his name to be considered by 
the republican convention at Chicago. 
His statement is in part: 

“I have just come from a visit to 
Justice Hughes at Camp  Abenaki, 
Lake Plavid, and deem it of importance 
to set forth the reasons as I under- 
stand them, which have led him to re- 
fuse to permit his name to be con- 
sidered in connection with the nomina- 
tion for president at the convention 
of the republican party tn Chicago, 

“He seems to have asked, and to his 
own satisfaction to have answered 
one question, ‘Is it right that 1 should 
permit my name to be used?’ his 
answer has been ‘No,’ and as far as 
another may judge, that answer has 
been reached without regret and re- 
pining. This ‘No’ is the reason and 
unalterable decision of an unbendinz 
conscience, a decision as honoring to 
him as has been every hour of his 
noteworthy public career. 

“The decision is not to be recaiicd if 
extraordinary circumstances arise or 
unforeseen contingencies come to pass. 
But it will be reaffirmed as fina) and 
irrevocable even in the event of the 
Chicago convention now assembled 
nominating Justice Hughes for the 
presidency. 

Would Declime if Nominated. 

“It is no little thing to gay, but I 
may say that he would decline the 
nomination if tendered him. 

“Why? The supreme court must not 
be dragged into politics. A judge of 
the supreme court should not be a ail- 
able though he be nominally eligible 
for elective office. The moment he as- 
sumes the judicial office he ceases to 
be a partisan, and knows, or should 
Know, no partisan obligation.

Of what 
real and permanent value are the de- 
cisions of a judge today who on the 
morrow may choose, or be chosen, to 
sue for the favor and suffrage of the 
electorate? More important than the 
outcome of the present political, con- | 
test, however large it looms at the 
present, is the perpetuating of the | 
organic institutions or sovereignty of 
the republic. One such institution, co- 
ordinate with the executive and legis- 
lative is the judicial. The people 
rightly believe in the integrity and in- 
corruptibility of the supreme bench. 
The justices of the supreme court of 
the United States are privileged by 
virtue of their office to render service 
of the highest order to the nation. 
The performance of that service and 
the maintenance of the dignity of that 
office depend in largest part upon the 
will of the members of that eourt to 
suffer no personal ambition for elect- 
ive office, however great their gifts 
and though their fitness be in every 
other respect beyond question, to in- 
fluence their judgment or to affect the 
attitude of the nation to the supreme 
court, as a tribunal, which, without 
rersonal aims and above private ambi- 
tions seeks to interpret the law upon 
the basis of the constitution of the 
United States.

DUNCAN CAUSES STIR 
IN ALABAMA: COURTS 


Montgomery, . Ala., June 21.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Judge W. W. Pearson, of: the 
Montgomery circuit court, Thursday 
Kranted a writ of habeas corpus for 
“Teck’’ Duncan, returnable before him 
at Montgomery Monday next. Appli- 
cation for the wrig of habeas corpus 
for “Teck’’ Duncan was made before 
Judge Pearson because of the fac: that 
Wetumpka, at which place Duncan is 
imprisoned, is in the tifteenth judicial 
circuit, which Judge Pearson has 
jurisdiction.

It was claimed that Duncan's useful- 
ness as a state witness was 0Deing 
impaired by his presence in Birming- 
ham, as it was declared that various 
external influences were at work to 
prevent him from making further tes- 
timony in behalf of the state. 

James G. Oakley, president of the 
convict board, then had Duncan taken 
to Wetumpka. Duncan’s removal was 
the occasion for considerable zomment 
as to his place of confinement, various 
reports being to the effect that he 
was imprisoned in Montgomery; oth- 
ers that he had been taken to Gads- 
den, and still others that he had never 
been taken from Birmingham.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 21.—Govern- 
or Thomas R. Marshall, candidate for

Havana, June 21.—The 
which the insurgents may 
and get immunity under the decree of 
Genera!

Total losses to the insurgents ag- 
gregate many hundreds of men, while 
the governmest’s reports show only 
four soldiers have been killed and 
eight wounded. 

General Monteagudo promises an ac- 
tive campaign. Rumors persist that 
the government Is making every effort 
to buy off rebel leaders. 

The province of Oriente is denuded 
of its rural population, all the mem- 
bers of which are concentrated’ tn 
towns or on plantations guarded Dy 
American marines. Great misery pre- 
vailg at many concentration centers. 
The house today passed the senate bill 
appropriating $50,000 for the relief of 
the reconcentrados. The congestion of 
negro refugees in the city of Santiago 
is causing much anxiety among the 
whites there,

(From Answers, London.) 

Of all the railways in the United 
Kingdom, the Great Western owns the 
longest length of line. If all its lines, 
including sidings, could be put end to 
end in a single track, they would cover 
6,553 miles. The London and North- 
western comes next with 5,490 miles, 
under similar circumstances, The total! 
length of single line for the United 
Kingdom, on the same basis of reck- 
oning, is 54,311 miles. 

On the other hand, though the Great 
Western has the greater length of 
track, the London and Northwestern 
Company shows the larger total in re- 
ceipts, which last year were $80,000,- 
000, as against $70,000,000 by the Great 
Western.
